Southern delegates, over which Maj. Mark 
L. McDonald, Commissioner-at-Large from 
California, presided. The speakers insisted 
that the meeting had not been called in an 
aggressive spirit, but was merely protective, 
the main ‘object being to see that the West 
and the South should not be controlled or ex- 
cluded by the East.

James W. Haines of Nevada spoke on the 
subject at length and incidentally referred 
to the selection of a site.

MR. DEPEW DECLINES. 


He Will Not Accept the Presidency of the 


National Commission. 

New York, June 2.—/jSpecial.}—Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew said to a reporter this 
evening that he should not and could not be- 
come President of the Board of National 
Commissioners for the World's Fair in Chi- 
cago. During the morning he sent a dis- 
patch to James H. Breslin, Gordon W. Allen, 
and James B. Thacher informing them that 
it Was scarcely worth while to consider him 
as a candidate for the office. He could not 
serve because his business duties would not 
permit him to do so. 

“You understand,“ he explained, that 
I am placed in a much more delicate position 
in this respect than perhaps any other man 
ia the country would be. I was te chief 
advocate of the Fair in New York and oppo- 
neut of the Fair in Chicago. Were it possi- 
bie for me to accept, and I did so, my short- 

comings, no matter how trifling they might 
be, would be given undue and perhaps un- 
just importance. Then, again, { could not be 
the President of the Commission because of 
the duties Which confine me to New York. 
Really, now, Lam, I thiak, the very busiest 
man in this country today.”’ 

“Have you received a direct offer of the 
Presidency, Mr. Depew?” was asked.

WILL BE A GRAND AFFAIR 


ELABORATE PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
- WORLD'S FAIR BANQUET, 


The National Commissioners and Repre- 


sentative Men of Chicago to Be Pres- 
ent—Toasts That Will Be Given— 
Chauncey Depew Will Not Accept the 
Presidency—Ex-Gov. Waller of Connec- 
ticut in the Kace—Ben Butterworth Is 
Willing. 


The arrangements for the Wen of the 
States Association of the National Commis- 
sion tonight are about complete. It 1s cer- 
tain to be a successful affair. Mr. Palmer is 
personaily interested in its success and has 
promised that it sball be as fine a banquet as 
was ever held in the West. No expense will 
be spared to make it such, and the toast list 
assures an interesting lot of speeches. 

The occasion will be a memorable one. 
Duly appointed representatives from every 
State and Territory in the Union will sit at 
the banquet table with representative citi- 
zens of Chicago. The Chief Justice of the 
United States, Judges who are residents of 
Chicago, journalists, bank officials, mer- 
chants, and manufacturers, railroad officials, 
lawyers, and other representative men will 
be present. The list includes the Columbian 
Exposition Directors. The banquet bids fair 
to be one of the most brilliant and notable 
ones ever given here. 

Before the banquet there will be an in- 
formal reception for the purpose of intro- 
ducing the Commissioners to prominent citi- 
zens of Chicago, after which the latter will 
escort the guests to their seats. The foliow- 
ing Reception Committee has been appointed 
to take charge of this portion of the enter- 
tainment:

EA-GOV. WALLER IN THE RACE, 


It is Said He Has a Strong Backing for 
the Presidency. 


Mr. Waller of Connecticut, by the way, 
has loomed up asa candidate for President 
of the commission, and it is said that he bas 
quietly secured a considerable following. If 
Chauncey Depew will not accept the office, 
if tendered, Mr. Waller's friends claim he 
should have a show as an Eastern man and a 
man suited for the place. He is an ex- Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut and has been Consul- 
General at Liverpool. 

His candidacy is somewhat of à surprise, 
as T. W. Palmer was suppsed to be the only 
man in the race if Mr. Depew declined. 

As for the Secretaryship there is no cer- 
tainty at all. John T. Dickinson has the ad- 
vantage of being on the ground and undoubt- 
edly has a large followmg, as he is a capable 
and popular man, but he may have been a 
trifle too sure. 

Dispatches began to arrive yesterday that 
were totally unexpected. They were all in 
favor of Butterworth, and the signatures are 
such as to carry weight.

A letter from Norman Williams was read, 
in which hesaid that he was doubtful of the 
ability of any claimant of the Lake-Front to 
make a contract for the World’s Fair. The 
matter could not be. settled without legal 
action, and that would take time. The Gov- 
ernment would not consent to give up its 
rights without an investigation, and he ad- 
vised that able counsel be employed if they 
were going on with tha matter. Owen F. 
Aldis was deputed to discuss the matter with 
Mr. Williams.

No Chance for Smith. 

Notices have appeared from time to time re- 
cently in some of the. papers which mention 
the name of Edmuna Smith in connection 
with the position of “Sergeant-at-Arms.”’ or 
some Other minor office in the service of the 
World’s Fair Commission. This Edmund 
Smith is quite well known to old-time Chiva- 
go newspaper men. At the National Repub- 
lican Convention in 1880 he filled the minor 
position of doorkeeper, or something or 
other—and expressed a willingness to ieak”’ 
on all matters that might be beneficial to 
newspaper men. His price for information 
was exceedingly small and his memory of 
personal obligations was Out of sight. When 
it became rumored Mr. Smith was de- 
sirous of filling some tion with the Na- 
tional Commission letter® of warning came 
pouring in from different parts ot the United 
States, wherein Mr. Smith’s reputation was 
reviewed. It is fair to presume that Mr. 
Smith will not be chosen to fill even the 
humblest office in the aift of the Commis- 
sioners. 


JACKSON PARK Is PREFERRED. 


Jadge Martindale of Indianapolis Says It 
Is the Commission's Choice. 

Judge E. B. Martindale of Indianapolis, 
one of the World's Fair Comfmissioners, 
speaking of the site question sad.

“The first point is that no one knows how 
long it will take to fill the lake, what it will 
cost, and what amount of land can de re- 
deemed. It is certain that there will be less 
than 300 acres in any plot in the Lake-Front 


that they can offer to the commission. | 


This will be surrounded by railroads and 
constantly fillea with smoke, to say nothing 
of the noise. There is no telling whetier 
foundations for buildings and machinery can 
be secured upon land filled in with sand, and 
water-soaked at that. 

“The most serious objection to the Lake- 
Front, however, is the fact that it will gorge 
the center of the city with people for six 
months. This would become so oppressive 
that Chicago would be glad when she was re- 
lieved of the Fair. Besides, the legal com- 
plications connected with the securing of thd 
Lake-Front are such that it will take up 
valuable time of the corporation which 
should be used in preparing plans 
and constructing the buildings. Chicago 
never would have thoughtof the Lake-Front 
except as a compromise of locations, North 
South, and West all contending forit. All 
compromised and agreed thatif they could 
secure the Lake-Front it would be satis- 
factory. 

“We people in the country believe this 
Fair should be held upon the lake shore. We 
believe that you have but one location for it, 
and that is Jackson Park, where there is 
plenty of land, a nne lake front, and every 
facility in the world for reaching it. These 
facilities can be multiplied tenfold, and will 
be by the energy and enterprise of Chicago.

Baton Rovag, La., June 25.—[Speciai.|— 
It was late last night when. the . of 
the Democratic party withdrew from the 
joint conference, having been unable to ar- 
rive at terms of agreement. At midnight 
the determination was reached by the major- 
ity to put the Lottery bill to a vote today 
without further delay. The House met at 10 
o’clock. The utmost excitement prevailed. 
The corridors of the House were crowded 
and tne floor of the House had no standing 
room. By consent the bill went over until 2 
o’clock to enable the Committee of the 
Whole to get rid of the Appropriation bill. 
When the bill was finally reached Mr. Pipes | 
of East Feliciana spoke in favor of granting 
the charter to tne highest _ bidder. 
He read a letter from Isidore 
Newman, agent of the Newgass syndicate, 
Offering to deposit $100,000 with the State 
Treasurer as a forfeit. C. M. Jackson of West 
Carroll moved to go into a committee of the 
whole to consider an amendment abrogating 
the monopoly nature of the grant, and it was 
carried. Mr. Land of Caddo took the chair. 
Messrs. Lovett of St. Mary and Seals of 
Claiborne denounced the amendment as a 
subterfuge. After some further fhilibuster- 
ing the committee arose and reported the 
bill to the House recommending its passage. 
Lovett of St. Mary spoke in opposition to the 
bill, and Suyder of Tensas was in favor of 
the measure. On closing his speech the lat- 
ter moved the previous question. A terrible 
tumult followed, lasting for some time. Mr. 
Lawton of Algiers, heretofore claimed as an 
anti, arose and stated he had been assured 
if the bill passed the amount would be 
increased to 51,250,000 per annum. 
The roll was then called on the 
passage of the bill, all members who so de- 
sired being allowed to explain their votes. 
Mr. Harris of De Soto, in explaining his vote 
in the affirmative, said: “The question will 
be held open until 8 o’clock th evening, 
when acompromise which will feunite the 
party will be brought in at the compleuon of 
the roll-call.“ The bill was declared passed 
by a vote of 66 yeas, 29 nays, and 8 absent. 
The result was received with a mingled dem- 
onstration of cheers and hisses, and several 
times it was thought the members would 
come to biows. - 

The act provides for the submission to the 
electors of the State for adoption or rejec- 
tion an amendment to the Constitution of 
the State by insertifig therein an article on 
levees, schools, charities, pensions, drainage, 
and lotteries, embodying a contract with 
Jobn A. Morris and associates by which 
they agree to pay the State of Louisiana 
$1,000,000 per annum for lottery privileges for 
twenty-five years from Jan. 1, 1884, and pro- 
viding that the money paid to the State shall 
be expended as follows. pers annum: For 
ape $350,000; drainage in the City of New 

Orleans, $100,000; public schools, $350,000; 
charities and pensions, $200,000. 

Betore the bill finally passed Jackson’s | 
amendment, eliminating the monopolistic 
features of the bill, was accepted by Mr. 
Shattuck. It is understood that the Senate 
will amend the bilt by increasing the amount 
to be paid by Morris to $1,125,000 per annum, 
and that the friends of the measure in the 
House will accept the d ment. 

Mr. Morris has if the measure is 
finally adopted to advance the State $1,000,000 
in 1890 and $1.000,000 in 1891 for levee pur- 
poses, enabling the State to reconstruct her 
broken levees and raise the grade of all to 
the height required for the protection of the 
alluvial lands of the State from overflow.

FREIGHT HANDLERS QUIT WORK, 


Nearly 500 Men Strike in the Yards at East 
St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 25.—[ Special. — All 
the freight handiers of East St. Louis went 
out on strike this morning and east-bound 
traffic is suspended. The men demand an 
advance of twenty-five cents a day and 
eighteen cents for overtime. The freight 
handlers of the Indianapolis and St. Louis 
were the first to go out. Those at the Van- 
dalia, Mobile and Onio, Ohio agd Mississippi, 
and Wabash Railway quickly followed. Ine 
agents acceded to their demand, but the 
strikers would not return to work unless a 
paper to that effect should be signed by the 
proper officials and posted in the various 
freight houses. This the agents could not do 
without consulting with the different Super- 
intendents, and the men would not yield one 
iota. Proceeding to the yards of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville the strikers compelied 
the men at work there to join 
them. Three men who wouid not 
quit work were beaten by the strikers. 
The following are the roads affected and the 
number of men out: Vandalia, seventy-five 
men; Louisville and Nashville, seventy-five; 
Indianapolis and St. Louis, seventy-five; 
Cairo Short Line, twenty; Mobile and Ohio, 
sixty; Ohio and Mississippi, sixty; Chicago 
and Alton, seventy-five; Wabash, 100; To- 
ledo, St. Louis, and Kansas City, forty; a 
total of 480. In addition to these some five 
hundred transfer men and their teams are 
idle, being unable to receive or deliver 
freight.

Some Singular Developments in Regard to 
the Starch Trast. ä 

New York, June 238.— [Special. — The gov- 
érnors of the New York Stock Exchange to- 
day added to the lists for dealings securi- 
ties aggregating nearly $28,500,000, most- 
ly additional issues of railroad bonds 
elready on the lists. Among the 
industrial enterprises represented in 
the newly-listed securities is the recently or- 
ganized Starch Trust,“ the National 
Starch Manufacturing company. It is cer- 
tainiy commendable that this concern makes 
a statement to the Stock Exchange. The state- 
ment, however, conveys little or no definite 
information as to the finances of the com- 
pany beyond the amount of stocks and 
bonds it bas issued, Moreover, the Starch 
Trust seems to have repeated the blunders 
of its predecessors in issuing too much paper. 
It looks very much as if it has “given two and a 
half for one,” or three for one. The ap- 
praised value of the real estate purchased by 
the trust (consisting of nineteen factories), 
as inferentially stated, is something 
less than $5,000,000, yet the National 
Starch Manufacturing company is. capitalized 
at $15,000,000-—namely : $4,500,000 of 6 per cent 
bonds, $3,000,000 of first preference stock to 
pay 8 per cent dividends and preferential 
as to principal,” $2,500,000 of second 
preference stock wt y 212 per 
cent dividends and also preferential 
as to principal,” and $5,000,000 of common 
stock. According to tie statement which 
accompanies the application to the Stock Ex- 
mortgage covers the 
real estate, fixtures, machinery, patents, 
trade marks, good will, and franchises 
of the corporation.” It is added that 
“the market vaiue of the real estate over 
and above the amount of bonds issued equals 
one-half of the first preferred stock as is- 
sued ; the remaining one-half of the first pref- 
erence stock, together with the second, 
representa, patents, trade-marks, material 
and stock on hand, or that sort of float- 
ing capital stock or investment which ex- 
ists in every business.”

VESSELMEN SECURE AN ADVANCE 
| FROM ALL POINTS, : 


The Railroad Fropeller Lines Confident of 
Forcing Up the Buffalo Grain Rates 
Today—Corn for Export Via Montreal— 
No Tag Exploded Off Racine—The Ne- 
vada in Bad Shape on Pilot Island— 
General Marine News. 


Lumber freights advanced 12% cents all around 
yesterday. and vessel agents were hopeful of be- 
ing able to maintain the new rates. The big sail 
fleet has been widely scattered for a fortnight, 
and on a brisk demand for boats by lumbermen 
the rates that had prevailed in a half-hearted 
way since the opening of navigation became for 
the first time firm. The short supply of boats 
yesterday and lively inquiry from shippers then 
led to the advanee. The new rates are:

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Grain Rates by Resolution. 

The second attempt of the General Managers 
of the railroad propeller lines to regulate grain 
freights out d Chicago by the adoption of a reso- 
lution in a Buffalo meeting is likely to be as suc- 
cessful as the first. The advanced rates were 
paid on some shipments yesterday, but in one 
instance the boat must go to five elevators to get 
50,000 bushels of wheat. Still it was an advance, 
and as the line boats comprise 90 per cent of the 
Buffalo tonnage on the market for the remainder 
of the week shippers will be forced to pay the 
new rates or go witnout boats. So generai is 
this belief that no wild boats are being chartered 
until they are ready to load. No charges of bad 
faith among the lines are heard. 

Today the Boston export rate on corn will be 
advanced to h cents. The advanced rates to 
Philadelphia and Baltimore have stopped shi 
ments for export to those points, but an ample 
supply of ocean capacity at Montreal has turned 
export business in that direction, vessel-room 
for some 250,000 bushels of corn having been 
taken by Chicago shippers the last two days. 
The same rate of 6% cents is being made by 
Ogdensburg as by Kingston. New England ship- 
ments have dropped to almost nothing by ail 
routes.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL STRIKE, 

The trainmen on the IIlinois Central lines 
within this State are out on a strike. The 
men say they are dissatisfied with their 
Division Superintendent and will not work 
under Him. The officers of the company say 
none of the specific charges made-against the 
Superintendent justify his removal, and they 
will not sacrifice him merely because there is 
a clamor for his head. 

In the meanwhile the strike is incommod- 
ing badly tens of thousands of persons and 
injuring millions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty. The frequent intercourse between 
Hyde Park and Chicago has been carried op 
largely via the Illinois Central. The travel 
now is thrown on the cable line, which, 
though doing the best it can, is unable to ac- 
commodate the people. The truck farmers 
around Anna and other points in Southern 
Illinois are unable to get transportanon to 
this city for their fruits and vegetables. 
Their products will spoil on their hands and 
they will be heavy losers, while the consum- 
ers of the Northwest, to whom those prod- 
ucts are reshipped from this city, are de- 
prived of the delicacies of, tne season. The in- 
terference with through travel also is consid- 
erable, but the number of persons incommoded 
is not as great as of those who come up daily 
from Hyde Park. 

So it will be seen that the question is not 
merely one between the railroad and its 
men, but between that road and a large num- 
ber of the citizens of Illinois. It must bea 
strong reason which will justify the railway 
in depriving them and their property of the 
facilities of transportation. 

It is disagreeabie for the Illinois Central to 
yield to what it may call the dictation of 
its men. But it may be wise to do so in this 
particular case. Assuming that there is 
nothing very substantial in tne charges of 
the employés, yet the fact remains that the 
Division Superintendent evidently 1s unpop- 
ular and disagreeable to them. Men of the 
intelligence of the empioyés of the IIlnois 
Central would not be so unanimous if the 
Superintendént did not possess the unhappy 


faculty of getting himself disliked and 


making hmseif odious to his subordinates. 
For an army or for an industrial establish- 
ment to succeed it is necessary that the gen- 
eral or overseer should have not necessarily 
the love but certainly the respect ana confi- 
dence of his subordinates. If he fails to win 
it they will not fight their best or work their 
best, and there should be achange for the 
good of the service. The railroad wants to 
get out of its trainmen the best service that 
is in them, just as it wants one of its engi- 
neers to get the best results he can out of the

Therefore it would seem to be for the in- 
terest of the stockholders of the road that the 
objectionable Divisjon Superintendent should 
resign ifan equally efficient and more popu- 
lar man can be found. It is certainly to the 
interest of the residents of Hyde Park and 
the fruit-growers of Egypt and the patrons 
of the road that the dispute be settled at 
once. How, matters little to them. 

The railroad may say that if it ylelds this 
point the head of some other officer—perhaps 
the President—will be asked for a week 
later. It will be time enough todeal with 
that when it happens. Nor is it likely that 
it will occur. Railroad employés as a body 
are above the average of intelligence. That 
they have made few complaints of superiors 
indicate that they will make few in the fut- 
ure. The road with safety can try the ex- 
periment of doing what the men ask. It will 
be more likely to make them grateful than 
presumptuous.

PHILADELPHIA AND CHICAGO. 

The Philadelphia papers are unwilling to 
admit that their city will have to yield second 
place to Chicago in the rank of American 
cities, and the Press tries to bolster up its 
cause with the following figures: 

We have no doubt this city will remain in ad- 
vance of Chicago, even at the present figures. 
The vote of Chicago in 1888 was 123,475, indicat- 
ing a ulation of 748,258, while that of Brook- 
lyn was 147,868, stanaing for a population of 782,- 
221, and this city cast the maguificent total of 
205,747, pointing to a population even then of 
1,014,882. On the other hand, the entire vote of 
Cook County, a part of which bas since been an- 
nexed to Chicago, was 162.375, indicating a . 
lation for the entire county of only 

ust 607,524 in 1880. This was an average ad- 
vance of 44,000 a year, and at the same increase 
all the county would have a population of 1,070,- 
000, a considerable portion of it still lying outside 
of Chicago. 

These figures have been used be{pre and 
their inaccuracy has been shown by THE 
TRIBUNE, but they are the best that can be 
done for Philadelphia. They are erroneous 
because che ratio of voters to population is 
wrong, so far as Chicago is concerned. The 
Press took the population of its eity in 1880 
and divided it dy the number of votes cast 
that fall, which gave the ratio of 4.9 persons 
to one voter. It did the same thing by Cook 
County and got a ratio of 6, and mistakenly 
assumed that that same ratio applied to the 
city, when it was really 6.4, the same that it 
was in 1888. If the Chicago voters are multi- 
plied by 6.4 the result will be 1,040,000. 

The Press may be unfamiliar with the 
causes which produce these differing ratios. 
One of them is the larger number of un- 
naturalized foreigners in this city, which is 
so great that in some wards the ratio of 
voters to population is nearer 10 than 6. 
Another is the stringent election law which 
requires all who intend voting to be 
registered a month before election. Asmany 
are indifferent on the subject then, and many 
are away, thousands are disfranchised prac- 
tically. Itisa fair estimate that 20,000 to 
25,000 more persons would have voted than 
did in 1888 but for this provision and the one 
disfranchising all who move from precinet 
to precinct less than thirty days before elec- 
tion. he 
If Chicago had the old-fashioned election 
law by which every one could swear in his 
vote at the last moment, or if, like Indiana, 
Wisconsin, and some other Western States, 
it allowed foreigners to vote after they had 
been a year in the country and had declared 
their intentions to become citizens some time, 
the ratio of .voters to population would 
change materially. 

The long and short of it is that Philadel- 
phia is outnumbered by Chicago, but there is 
nothing to be ashamed of therein. It was 
not because Chicagoans were so smart, 
or Philadelphia so slow. It was because the 
natural advantages of this city for manu- 
factures of great staple commodities, and as 
the point where the products of the West 
are collected to be sent to the seaboard and 
the goods received in exchange for them are, 
distributed throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley, were greater than those of the city on 
Delaware Bay. Chicago holds out more 
business inducements and chances of employ- 
ment than Philadelphia. The great trunk 
line which connects the two cities brings 
more people here than it takes away. To be 
beaten only by Chicago is a feather in tne 
cap of the Quaker City, and while Philadel- 
phia has lost second place it has gone be- 
yond the million mark and become one of the 
municipal magnates of the earth.

Mr. WIA Sproston Catnz, who used 
to be Mr. Chamberlain’s chief lieutenant iu 
command of the “Unionist” forces in the 
British Commons, has resigned his parlia- 
mentary seat at Sarrow-in-Furness and 
seeks a reélection as a thick-and-thin sup- 
porter of Mr. Gladstone and a strong oppo- 
nent of the Goschen-Tory licensing policy. 
The Tories have determined to nominate a 
candidate against Mr. Caine, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Lord Hartington will support 
the Tory. The Gladstonians will support Mr. 
Caine. Thus positions will be reversed in 
the constituency, for the Gladstonians op- 
posed and the Tones supported Caine in 1886. 
He won that year by a majority of 1,330 in a 
total poll of 5,194. The contest this time will 
be a bitter one, for on the result largely de- 
pends the fate of the present Ministry. If 
Caine wins other Liberal Unionists will fol- 
low his example and Chamberlain will be 
left high and dry without a following. 
Caine is a strong man, a popular 
speaker, and has considerable local 
influence on his constituency, which used to 
be Liberal until he educated 1t into something 
akin to Toryism. Recently he has been 
showing signs of repentance. He was the 
first Unionist to take the side of the Parnell- 
ites against the London Zimes, and as Presi- 
dent of one of the great temperance societies 
he has taken a lead in opposing the grog- 
gerykeepers’ endowment bill. His election 
at this juncture would be a decisive blow at 
the Tory Ministry, which is tottering on ac- 
countof its blundering policy on almost every 
subject with which it has attempted to deal 
and the growing disgust of the British pub- 
lic at Balfour’s insolence in the House of 
Commons and his interference with public 
meetings in Ireland. 

Speaker Peel is another of the Liberal 
Unionists who, like Mr. Caine, have tired of 
Tory methods, as was demonstrated by his 
decision Tuesday on Mr. Healy’s point of 
parliamentary order—that the public funds of 
this year could not be stowed away or “ ear- 
marked,“ so that they might be used for some 
specific purpose to be legisiated on next 
year. The Speaker decided in favor of 
Healy, who was supported by Gladstone and 
Harcourt, and the Tory Ministers are in a 
sorry plight. The disruption of the Tory 
Cabinet is not far off. Neither is Mr. Glad- 
stone’s time of triumph. 


THE poor wretch Kemmler, a man of brutal 
nature and apparently but a few degrees re- 
moved from the animal, when informed that 
the Court of Appeals had affirmed the judg- 
ment of the lower court in his case, is re- 
ported to have said: And that is that I've 
“got to be touched off by this electric ma- 
“chine.

COMMENCEMENT AT HARVARD. 


The Graduating Class One of the Largest 
in the College’s History. . 

Boston, Mass., June 25.—|Special.]—The 
annual commencement exercises at Harvard 
University took place today, and one of the 
largest classes in the history of the institution 
went fortk from its walls. The class from 
the college proper numbered some 294, while, 
with those from the various professional 
schools, the number rose to more than 400.

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HE BESIEGES THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY 
FOR AN INTERVIEW, l 


Ald, Badenoch Advises Bim to Tell the 
Whole Truth About the Meigs L. 
Road Matter—He Told the Grand Jury 
Little Yesterday, bat Will Be Heard 
Further This Morning—Mr. Gabel“ Lat- 
est Affidavit—Mri McDonald Has Some- 


thing to Say. 


After the adjournment of the grand jury 
yester lay afternoon State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker remained in consultauon with two of 
the leading members, Foreman Hotchkin 
and the Secretary. Waile the conference 
was in progress a nervous Little man, ex-Ald. 
Simon Wallner, sat ‘perspiring in the ante- 
room. He finally interrupted the consulta- 
tion in order to obtain the ear of the public 
prosecutor. Wallner had been before the 
jury during the afternoon to explain how his 
name came to be attaghed to the affidavits 
printed yesterday im which he acknowledged 


that ne voted for the Meigs IL“ road ordi- 


nance for a consideration. Before the grand 
jury yesterday Waliner was brought to the 
point of acknowledging his signature on the 
affidavit. He said there was no doubt it was 
genuine. But he could notremember having 
signed it. It might be, he thought, that he 
wrote his name on a blank sheet and that 
the affidavit was written over it. 
He was asked about the 
affidavit alieging that Bowler, Mulvihill, 
Whelan, and others had received money or 
were promised money. He also acknowledged 
the signature to that to be his, but could not 
remember having affirmed the truth of any 
such declarations as the affidavits contained. 
It was pointed out to him that the signatures 
were in the proper place, that the affidavit 
was on legal paper, and that it was hardly 
possible the names were written while 
the paper was a blank. Mr. Wallner finally 
took refuge in silence. A new tack was 
taken. He was asked if he was ever in 
Mackin's office. He replied that he had been 
there twice, but could not remember 
whether Monear was there on either oc- 
casion. Asked what took him there be said 
he had real estate to sell, and learning that 
Mackin was an agent wanted to put it in nis 


hands, but Mackin had not sold it; in fact, 


he had taken the property out of Mackin’s 
hands, not liking what he heard about Jo- 
seph. The property was not in an agent’s 
hand now. Then Waliner became rather 
confused aud was permitted to retire to re- 
fresh his memory. { 

He wandered around the CountyBuilding for 
three hours after the examination and then 
met Ald. John Badenoch, who was the last 
witness before the grand jury. Mr, Bade- 
noch has always been friendly with Wallner, 
and when the latter told him that he was 
greatly worried Ald. Badenoch advised bim 
to tell the whole truth, Wallner started im- 
mediately for the grand jury room to confer 
with the State’s-Attorney. The State’s-at- 
torney asserts that Wallner gave him no 
fresh information last evening. ; 

„But you will see him again!“ 

“Yes; Iam to see him again tomorrow 
morning before the grand jury meets. Mr. 
Wallner was quite nervous.when talking to 
me. I did not pursue the subject long with 
him. He has not slept for two nights. He 
will be in better condition to talk in the 
morning. Further Mr. Longeneeker woula 
not say.“ After Waliner’s conversation 
with him the ex-Alderman slipped out 
through a side door and wended his way 
home. 

Mr. Hamline, who is assisting the State’s- 
Attorney, says he has evidence which will 
demonstrate that Walloer knew of the ex- 
istence of the affidavits to which his signa- 
tures are attached three months ago. He 
then said the signatures were forgeries, but 
be now acknowledges t the signatures 
were genuine; furthermore, that there is in- 
dependent evidence to prove Mr. Wallner at- 
tached his name to both affidavits after they 
had been read over to him. 

Other Testimony Before the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Joseph Mackin was before the grand 
jury again yesterday, but his memory was 
more defective than during the previous day 
even. He was soon dismissed, but will be 
recalled. 

Ex-Ald. Monear was also before the jury 
yesterday and admitted the genuineness of 
his signature. Like Waliner, he was dis- 
posed to think that the signature was made 
before the affidavit forms nad been filled out. 
As to his relations with Joe Mackin, he said 
he was on friendly terms with the latter be- 
cause he (Monear) had circulated a petinon 
tor Mackin’s pardon from Joliet among the 
Aldermen. 

Peter Gabel told in substance what was 
printed in Tue Trispune yesterday in the 
form of an interview with him. Gabel did 
not pretend to be a saint. He told what 
seemed to be a straightiorward, consistent 
story, supplementing it with the following 
affidavit which he made on the date indi- 
cated: 

State of Illinois, County of Cook, ss.: Peter Ga- 
bel of the City of Chicago, in the county and State 
aforesaid, being first duly sworn, deposes and 
says that he has in his possession {certain affida- 
vits wherein it is alleged that Michael McDon- 
ald, who is connected with the Meigs Elevated 
railroad, promised to pay to John S, Oehman, Ed 
T. Burke, Charles A. Monear. Simon Wallner, 
J. N. Mulvibill, Daniel R. O'Brien, and James 
T. Appleton. and to all and Jo each of them, the 
sum of $3,000 in cash upor the condition that they 
would support and vote for the ordinance for said 
railroad; and that he would pay to August J. 
Kowalski the sum of $2,000 for a like support of 
the ordinance granting to the said 
railroad the right to build upon Lake 
street in the said City of Chicago, and that 
he would pay to Michael T. Bowler the sum of 
$3,500 for a like support for the support of such 
ordinance, and that each and all of said persons 
above named were at the time such promise was 
so made to them and to each of them Al- 
derinen of the City of Chicago aforesaid, and that 
said Alaermen and each of them supported the 
said ordinance and voted for the same, as such 
Aldermen the said Michael C. McDonaid did pay 
to them and to each of them a portion of the 
money so promised to them, respectively, in con- 
sideration of their support so given as aforesaid, 
and by him agreed to be paid to them, and that 
said amdavits above described are made by some 
of the Aldermen above named and who were 
parties to said agreement.

And this will be made 
clear when it is found that tne best 
Aldermen in the Council at that 
time voted for this ordinance, and that the 
ordinance would have become a law if all of 
these men whose names appear in the affida- 
vits had voted against it. The records show 
only Cullerton, Harris, and three or four 
others ainst it, while on the other hand 
Gorton, Hammer, Emerick, Weber, Pond, 
— Landon, White, Ernst—in fact, 
every Alderman whose vote has never been 
questioned—voted for this ordinance. All of 
the newspapers urged its passage, just as 
they did every other ordinance relative to 
rapid transit. I had no interest in the mat- 
ter when it passed the Council, nor for two 
months thereafter, when the bond was 
signed. The ordinance was adopted Dec. 28 
ot one year, and 1 took an interest in the 
project Feb. 28 of the next year.“

The races. at Washington Park yesterday 
were fully up to the excellence that has charac- 
terized the meeting thus far. and as fine sport 
Was seen as the most exacting could wish for.

The Contest One of the Greatest Ever Wit- 
nessed on the Anierican Turf—The Dis- 
tance, One Mile and a Quarter, Covered 
in 2:05, Thus Beating the Record by 
One and One- Half Seconds—Why. Pul- 
sifer’s Horsé rs Was Beaten. 


New YorK, June 25—A day of yellow sun- 
shine, almost without cloud, a day gt soft west 
breezes that tempered the heat; a day when 
water ruffles and wrinkles but does not wave; a 
time when trees are moving aloft without scorch 
of sun on the leaves; an occasion too warm for 
spirits but not warm enough for ices; a June 
day when a worker tmdoors, though comfortable, 
would yearn to clear out and go away where 
there might be waters and foliage and shadows. 
Such were the conditions this afternoon down at 
Sheepshead Bay race track, where the great 
match race between Salvator, the 4-year-old son 
of Prince Charlie and Salina, and Tenny, the 
4-year-old son of Rayon d'Or and Bell ot May- 
wood was decided, and where Salvator was re- 
turned the victor.

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DISORDER IN THE HOUSE. 


LIVELY ROW OVER THE FEDERAL 
ELECTION RESOLUTION. 


The Program of the Committee on Rules 
for the Discussion of the National 


Election Bill to Be Carried Out in the 


House—The Senate ce Committee 
Gives Its Reasons for Making Ohanges 
in the Tariff Bili—No Hope for Subsidy 
Hunters— Miscellaneous. . 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jyne 2%.—Mr. Canno 
(lilinois) from the Committee on Rules re- 
ported-back to the House today a substitute 
for the resolution introduced by Mr. Lodge 
(Massachusetts) setting apart tive days of 
the present week for the consideration of the 
National Election bill. The substitute reads: 

Resolved, That immediately after the passage 
of this biil (the Silver bill) the House will pro- 
ceed to consider House bill 11,045 (the National 
Election bill) until July L at 2 o’clock when the 
previous question shall be considered as ordered 
on the bill, and any pending amendments, and 
on the substitute for the whole bill which the 
member in charge of the bill shall have the right 
to offer; that during the last two days amend- 
ments may be offered to any part of the bill in 
the House, with debate under the five-minute 
rule. That this shall not interfere with general 
appropriation Dilla, 

Mr. Springer moved to adjourn and Mr. 
Euloe shouted: ‘“ This is a bill torevolution- 
ize the Government.” Finally it was agreed 
to allow forty minutes’ debate on the resolu- 
tion, with the understanding that the pre- 
vious qustion should be considered as or- 
dered, and Mr. Springer withdrew his mo- 
tion to adjourn. 

Messrs. AcMillin and Blount vigorously 
attacked the bill, and from this time on there 
was great confusion on the floor. Mr. Can- 
non of lilinois and Mr. O'Neal of Indiana

The minority report in opposition to the 
Federal Election bill denounces Federal in- 
terference in State elections, and says that 
one election under tae provisions of tne bill 
will, if fully applied, ast the taxpayers of 
the country $10,000,000. The report makes 
particular objection to the change made by 
the bili in the numberof precinct Super- 
visors. 

The report also makes a strong objection 
to the provision of the bill constituting the 
final returns of elections made by the Dis- 
trict Board of Commissioners to the Clerk of 
the House prima facie evidence of election 
results. -It says: | 

„We are prepared to say that this bill is 
plainly unconstitutional because the States 
have not failed to pass laws for the repre- 
sentation of their people in Congress nor 
made laws hostile to such representation and 
to the Government of the United States in 
connection therewith. Un the contrary, 
their legislation upon this subject by the 
States has been apparently enacted in good 
faith to this Government and w their own 


people.“ 
Explaining Tariff Changes. 


The text of the Tariff bill, together with 
the changes recommended by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, the tables showing the 
duties collected under existing tariff and es- 
timates of the provabie effect upon the reve- 
nue, and the explanation of the changes fur- 
nished by the committee in obedience to Mr. 
Plumb’s resolution of instruction, was fur- 
nished today to the Senate. Changes made 
from specific to ad valorem rates and vice 
versa which are numerous, the committee 
states, were for the purpose of simplifying 
and expediting the collection, of duties. 

Increases were made because they were 
believed to de no more than is necessary to 
protect domestic industry. Where reduc- 
tions were recommendad the reason given in 
many cases was that the new rate is believed 
to afford sufficient protection to American 
manufacturers. Other changes were said to 
be for the purpose of equalizing the duties on 
articles of the same class. 

The committee believes that lead contained 
in silver ore should not be admitted for less 
than lead in any other form, hence tne duty 
of 14 cents per pound. 

No explanation is made of the reduction of 
$1 per 1,000 feet on white pine and sawed 
lumber. 4 

As to sugar the committee says: 

Sugar up to No. 13 Dutch standard is placed 
upon the free list as a matter of wise public pol- 
icy, and a bounty is provided in order to encour- 
age domestic production. 

The committee says as to wool: 

The demand from the representative wool 
growers of the country that the rates upon wool 
shauld be largely increased has led the commit- 
tee to recommend the adoption of the new class 
ification herein suggested, which, it is hoped, will 
result in a uniform and honest classification of 
wool. The increase of rates for the manufact- 
ures of wool has been made necessary by this 
iacrease in the wool rates, 

In the Senate. 

In the Senate today the House joint resolu- 
tion authoriging the use of a Government 
pier in Chicago was reported, amended, and 
passed. 

Senator Call’s speech on Cuba was shut off 
by the executive session today, but the pub- 
lic did not lose much, because it was merely 
a campaign spurt for increasing his chances 
of reélection to the Senate. Call's resolu- 
tions, which the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee reported adversely, authorized the Presi- 
dent to open negotiations with the Spanish 
Government for the purpose of inducing that 
government to consent to the establishment 
of afree and independent ee in the 
Island of Cuba, and direct an inquiry in re- 
lation to the German ownership of a large 
proportion of the bonded debt of Cuba. 


Working for Reciprocity. 

Chairman Hitt of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee has asked the Committee on Kules to 
give his committee a day for the considera- 
tion. of the reciprocity resolutions on the 
House calendar and other business. The 
Committee on Rules has not discussea the 
subleg and probably won’t until the Federal 
ElectiOn bill is passed. Nobody can afford to 
oppose the Hitt Pan-American resolution. It 
is merely declaratory in its character, pledg- 
ing the legislative branch of the Government 
to enact the legislation necessary to make 
operative treaties which may grow out of the 
Pan-American Confederation. 

fhe differences of opinion among the Re- 
publican leaders as to the course to be fol- 
lowed regarding Senator Hale’s amendment 
to the Tariff bill grow sharper. A number 
of Senators and presentatives who have 
talked the matter over and are agreed with 
Mr. Biaine’s propositions think that a joint 
caucus might be heid to settle the question. 
They do not disguise the belief that if the 
Hale amendment be adopted the Morrill-Mc- 
Kinley Tariff bill must be radically changed, 
and this ought to be understood before the 
discussion of the measure begins in the 
Senate. 

No Hope for Subsidy Hunters. 

The program which included a wide-reach- 
ing policy of tonnage bounties as part of the 
Republican legisiation this session will not 
hold. A large number of Republicans think 
the party can drift along for a while without 
going too extensively into this business. 
Chairman Farquhar of the Merchant Marine 
Committee is still confident that the bills he 
has reported wili be given a special order and 
passed. They provide a regular system of 
tonnage bounties. Senator Frye has some 
similar measures on the Senate calendar, but 
it was desired to get the bilis through the 
House first if possible.

World’s Fair Site. 

CHICAGO, June 23.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
I see by the map of the Lake Front in Satur- 
day's TRIBUNE that it 1s proposed to run the 
Illinois Central tracks through nearly the center 
of the site—not exactly the center, but not far 
from it—1,260 feet from one side and 700 feet 
from the other of a 300-foot right of way for rail- 
road tracks. Now I desire to ask you, in all 
candor, if this is the best we can do for a site for 
a World's Fair. I further desire to ask you, if, in 
your opinion, the constant switching and running 
of freignt and passenger cars and trains over this 
800 feet, and the constant screeching of locomo- 
tive whistles, and the constant ringing of 
motive beils in the midst of the Fair will add to 
or heighten the interest, or enjoyment, or 
ure of the occasion. Whether, in a wo you 
consider such a site the most suitable, the best 
kind to furnish the commissioners for the hold- 
ing of this Nawonal exhibit. It it is, after all of 
our boasting about desirable sites, then all I 
have to say is, good-by, Chicago. 

Another point, I understand from your 
Sunday issue that it is intended to fli but 250 
acres. Now, suppose in 1892, after we get our 
buildings all up and our Fair weil under way, it 
shall be found that we require 250 acres more to 
supply the need. What are we g to do and 
what kind of a box are we going to find ourselves 
placed in? Can 200 sores be fllled at a moment's 
notice and in short order? There were over 400 
acres connected with the Paris exhibit, and may 
we not require more? 

Another point and I am done. It is thought by 
many that if the Park Commissioners take hold 
of this site—do the filling and tneu assume con- 
trol of the made land after the Fair is over for a 

ublic park—then a great blessing will inure 

rom it to tne city, sufficiently so to offset many 
of the objections which are now raised against 
this location. But is tnere not & great deal of 
sentiment about this? Is it not all seniiment? 
Is this the place for u public park? Is it not con- 
tiguous to the business portion of the city, and do 
business and parks mix well together? Who would 
frequent a park built upon the Lake-Front? The 
same class as frequent the present fifty acres— 
no other. It would be the same as the Battery 
Park in New York, which, as all know, is situ- 
ated near to business and commerce. There is 
no more delightful site for a park in or around 
New York than the Battery. There is no more 
beautiful park around New York or one more 
perfectly kept up; and yet wo frequent it? Not 
the people of New York. It’s very seldom that 
a taxpayer ever sets foot upon Batterr Park ex- 
cept it may bein passing to or from business. It 
is frequented by those who never pay a cent of 
taxes—by idlers and emigrants from the Old 
World almost exclusively. And so it would be if 
a park should be made at the Lake-F'ront—an 
enormous expense and of little benefit to the 
Clty. C. HOLMES. 


Treat the Illinois Central Fairly but Firmly. 
CHICAGO, June 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Conceding that the Lake-Front is in many re- 
spects the most desirable location for the 
World’s Fair there seem to me to be objections 
to the plan as published in the papers so serious 
that they more than outweigh the advantages. 

In the first place, if $5,000,000 or any other con- 
siderable sum of public money is to be expended 
in making this addition to our park system it 
snould be done only with thé distinct under- 
standing that in the future the Lake-Front is to 
be made an attractive feature of the city, and 
that so far as practicabie, business is to be ex- 
cluded from it. 

The railway companies must understand that 
they will not be permitted to continue using it 
as a switching-yard oras a place for standing 
their cars and trains, and that ali of their ma- 
chine-shops and round-houses must be removed 
elsewhere. 

A chief feature of the new park should be a 
boulevard of not less than 200 feet in width along 
its outer edge, connecting the North and South 
sides. The extension of Grand boulevard north 
along the line of South Park avenue to the lake 
at Twenty-socona street and thence continuing 
northward and crossing the river just east of the 
Illinois Central elevators, connecting with the 
North-Shore drive and Lincoln.Park, would com- 
plete this boulevard, 

South of Monroe street the ratiroad'’s right of 
way and tracks should be outside of this boule- 
vard and the trac«s sufficiehtly depressed so 
that the cars would not be seen from the park. 
Beyond the — — of way, and reached by fre- 
quent foot bridges over the tracks, might be a 
broad quay or marine walk to serve as & landing 
place for passenger steamers and pleasure boats. 

An improvement like this would be of more 
value to the people of these two divisions and in 
fact to the city as a whole than the park itself. 
It also would be of special value to the Fair, as 
it would give a broad approach to the grounds 
from the east, thus effectually relieving the dan- 

sen by crowding on Michigan avenue so much 
eare 

The retention by the railroad company of the 
strip of ground between Park row and Sixteenth 
street, on which shops and ‘roundhouse now 
stand, renders this feature of the new park im- 
practicable and also would prevent the future 
extension northward of the three avenues be- 
tween Michigan avenue and the new boulevard 
and their entrance into the park. This exten- 
sion, if it could be had in connection with the 
new boulevard, would relieve Michigan avenue 
permanently of a portion of its traffic ana utilize 
the new park as a carriage entrance to the heart 
of the city from both the North and South Sides. 

There is no disguising the fact that, whether 
rightly or wrongly, the people of the South 
Division, and especially those living near the 
lake shore, have very little faith in the fairness 
or the honesty of purpose of the Lilinois Central 
railroad company. They know that in the past it 
has ignored their rights utterly ana turned a 
deaf ear to their just complaints, and they feel 


that if this matter is to be settled now it should. 


be settled so that there can be no good cause for 
complaint in the future. If the road is to be 
operated as it has been they feel it would be un- 
fair to tax the South Division through its. Park 
Board $5,000,000 or any other sum for the further 
adornment of the Lake-Front. 

It must be remembered that the South Divis- 
ion also will have to pay its proportion of the 
$5,000,000 loan that the city is to ask the Legisla- 
ture to give it authority to make, 

The railroad company should be treated fairly 
—not only fairly but liberally. It should be paid 
well for any rights or property it may de called 
upon to surrender, and the facilities for handling 
its vast traffic should be enlarged rather than 
curtailed; but it should be made to understand 
clearly that the time has passed when it will be 
allowed to dietate terms to the City of Chicago. 

If treated fairly and firmly there ts no danger 
that the company will enter into any contest 
with the municipality. It has too much at stake 
and the city too many ways to enforce its just 
demands to make such a contest desirable.

LUTHERANS WILL ENTER POLITICS, | 


The Delegates at Milwaukee Threatening 
Compulsory Education. 

MILwWwar RE, Wis., June 25.—[Special. |— 
Representatives from nearly every State in 
the Union are in attendance at the Triennial 
Convention of the Lutheran Synod of Mis- 
souri, which opened in Lincoln Hail this 
afternoon. Over 500 delegates are present, 
including 318 ministers, 69 teachers, and 137 
lay delegates. The conventuon will re- 
main iu session until July 5. Although 
the business will be largely devoted 
to the routine work of the churen 
and schools, there will be a general 
discussion of the school and educational! 
laws that are on the statute books of all the 
States throughout the Union. Resolutions 
will undoubtedly be adopted against the IIli- 
nois compulsory education law and the 
Bennett law ot Wisconsin. Many of the del- 
egates think they are strong enough to en- 
force their demands in these two States at 
the next election, and appear to favor enter- 
ing politics this fail with tne express purpose 
of wiping the obnoxious laws from the 
statutes. Christ Koorner, the Chairman of 
the Anti-Bennett Law State Central Com- 
mittee, was a conspicuous figure among 
the delegates this afternoon. Ia his 
opening address 
this aiternoon the Rev. C. H. Schwan of 
Cleveland, the President of the organization, 
dwelt upon the favorable condition of the 
various educational and charitable: institu- 
tions under the supervision of the synod as 
well as on the prosperity of the synod as a 
whole.

Flour was again quiet, so far as reported, but
